2t.—Twenty-five 
persons are believed to have lost their 
lives In an explosion of gas which 
tore up a great section of Gold street, 
Brooklyn. 
It is definitely known that 
fifteen persons were hurled under the 
hundreds of tons of earth and tim ber 
th a t were thrown into the air by the 
explosion and ten more persons are 
reported as missing 
T he exact num ­ 
ber of dead cannot be determ ined for 
some hours, for those working to re­ 
cover the entom bed bodies m ust dig 
{through fifty feet of debris. 
T he explosion occurred In a fifty- 
foot deep excavation th at had been 
m ade in Gold street betw een York 
and Front streets where a w ater main 
was being laid. 
T he gas main recent­ 
ly sprung aleak and a spark came In 
contact 
with 
escaping 
gas. 
Im m e­ 
diately th ere was a terrific explosion 
that lifted the surface of the street 
for half a block in both directions and 
hurled dirt, paving stones and debris 
into the air. 
W hen the smoke and 
dust cleared away it was seen that 
th e street had been opened from doqr 
step to door step over an area of 
nearly a block

Tmrv 
ing the score of laborers who were at 
work 
when 
the accident happened. 
Great tongues of flames shot out of 
crevices in the street and beside them 
geysers of w ater leaped Into the air 
from a water main that had been shat 
tered hv th e explosion. 
Tw o bodies 
w ere sticking out of the wreckage. 
Gold 
street 
was 
crowded 
with 
school children when th e fxploRion 
o ecuned and -that scores of children 
wore not killed or Injured was re 
m arkable. 
A woman and three chil 
dren were almost opposite the exca­ 
vation when the earth crumbled under 
th e ir feet and they were swept Jown 
Into the hole under tons of wreckage. 
Tw o other children were on the op­ 
posite side of the rtreet when the 
sidewalk caved in and they lost their 
lives. 


T ried to Save W oman and Children. 


Samuel Trout, foreman of the labor 
ers who were laying the w ater main, 
rushed forward to save the woman 
and children, but he too was drawn 
into the death hole. 
His body was 
the first to he recovered. 
T rout had 
been roasted to a cinder. 
Only four of the men working In 
the excavation escaped, and their °s- 
cape was rem arkable. 
They w ere Ar­ 
th u r Strand. 
Frank Sehoweld, John 
Train and an Italian laborer known as 
“John." 
Th«*se 
men 
were 
digging 
n ear the opening of a four-foot sew er 
and the for'-e of the explosion blew 
them to the entrance of it. 
Strand 
was hurled farthest In and he pulled 
the other three men after him. 
W a te r from the broken main began 
to pour into the sew er and »he four 
men, in 
danger of being drowmed 
started to run toward the river three 
blocks away, where there w as an out­ 
let to the sewer. 
By the tim e they 
reached the river the w ater was up to 
♦ heir chins, but all of the men m an­ 
aged to reach the pier in safety. 
T he 
explosion 
shook 
houses 
for 
blocks around. 
Thousands of persons 
were attracted to the scene and the 
police had difficulty In keeping the 
people from crowding too close to 
the sm oking pit of wreckage. 
Police 
lines were formed and the work of 
recovering the dead began w ithin half 
an hour of the accident. 
W omen living In the neighborhood 
whose children had been on the street 
when the gas main blew up rushed to 
the scene and ran about the excava­ 
tion w ringing th°lr hands and calling 
for their 
little ones. 
In 
m any 
in­ 
stances they found iheir children after 
a brief search, but a num ber of boys 
and 
girls 
had 
b<*e?» 
taken 
into 
a 
school 
near 
by 
and 
their 
parents 
were frantic by the tim e they wmr« 
found 
T he gas and 
w ater supplv 
wera 
turned off shortly after the explosion 
A force of 100 firemen was then put 
to work digging for bodies, but the 
task was necessarily slow becahse o1 
the nature of th^ w reckage which had 
to be remov?d. 
The police have discovered that a 
num ber of the children reported as 
missing had turned up at the homes 
of people living near the scene of the 
explosion. 
It is impossible to tell how m any 
lives were lost, the estim ates rang­ 
ing from 15 to 25. 
It is probable the 
latter figure Is nearer correct.

Oil Magnate Unable to Answer 


Kellogg's Questions. 


TRUST’S ENORMOUS EARNINGS 


Standard Oil Company Paid Dividends

New York, Nov 21.— For over five 
hours John D. Rockefeller, witness for 
|he defense in the governm ent suit to 
dissolve the Standard Oil company, 
faced an unceasing fire of questions 
from the federal counsel, Frank B. 
Kellogg, and when adjournm ent was 
taken until Monday, the head of the 
oil com bine was still being cross-ex­ 
amined on the charges that the com­ 
pany in its early days accepted re ­ 
bates to the disadvantage of its rivals. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller’s 
cross-examination 
will probably not be concluded until 
late Tuesday, as Mr. Kellogg made it 
known 
that 
he would 
inquire into 
every detail of the com pany’s busl- 
1 ness from Mr. Rockefeller. 
The enorm ous earning power of th° 
oil combination was sharply brought 
1 out in the hearing when Mr. Rockefel 
| ler, after stating th a t the Standard 
1 had paid dividends am ounting to $40,- 
000.000 in 1907, said it had earned as 
much m ore and that this was added 
to the com pany’s surplus, which was 
stated by the governm ent’s counsel 
to 
be 
$900,000,000. 
It 
was 
further 
stated by Mr. Kellogg that the com­ 
pany within the past eight years had 
earned 
nearly $500,000,000. 
The course of Mr. Rockefeller’s tes­ 
timony in the hands of governm ent 
counsel ran not so smoothly as on the 
previous day. when he told his story 
under the direction of friendly coun­ 
sel. but the rapid fire interrogations 
of the prosecutor were always met 
with 
unshaken 
Im perturbality 
and 
readiness to answ er except when, as 
he explained: 
“it is quite impossible for me to re­ 
m em ber after thirty years, I do not 
recall." 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
was 
questioned 
clopely regarding rebates, which the 
Standard was charged with receiving, 
but with the exception of th e agree­ 
ment with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which Mr. Rockefeler explained gave 
the Standard a rebate because It ef­ 
fected 
an 
equalization 
of 
oil 
ship­ 
ments. Mr. Rockefeller could not re 
call 
any other rebates, 
though 
he 
thought it was likely that he might 
have heard of it at the time. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
adm itted 
that 
through the earnings of the Standard 
Oil in 1907. he has been enriched to 
the extent of $8,000,000.

Mulcted Out of Far More T han a Mil­ 
lion Dollar«. 
Chicago. Nov. 21.—A fter an exam i­ 
nation of the various docum ents in 
the office of P eter Van Vlissingen. 
convicted forger ef m ortgages, notes 
and trust deeds on his own confession, 
William C Niblack, vice president of 
the Chicago Title and T ru st company, 
receiver for the Van Vlissingen prop­ 
erties, 
declared 
th a t 
the 
forgeries 
amount to $1,539,423.89. 
Only a thorough exam ination of all 
of th e papers which include loan n u m ­ 
bers 2,026 to 3,244, Inclusive, will dis­ 
close to the receiver and the creditors 
how many have been taken up by Van 
Vlissingen, who is now a convict in 
the broom shop in the Joliet peniten­ 
tiary. 
Since the confession of guilt, which 
startled the business world and pre­ 
ceded his sentence by only a few 
hours, Van Vlissingen has repeatedly 
asserted that $750,000 would cover the 
forged paper which he disposed of to 
clients who believed th a t they were 
investing moryey in securities which 
wer« beyond question.

W ashington, Nov. 21.—“A universal 
grab g am e ’’ is the appellation given 
the tariff by R epresentative Champ 
Clark of Missouri at the hearing be­

AN EXPLOSION 


Bas Blows Up Part of a Street 
in Brooklyn. 


VICTIMS BURIED UNDER DEBRIS 


Believed 
That 
Twenty-five 
Person* 


Lost Their Lives, But Exact Death 


List 
Is 
Not 
Known— Street 
Was 


Crowded With Children When Acci­ 


dent Occurred and That Scores Were 


Not Killed Is Remarkable. 


New York, Nov. 21.—Twenty-flve 
persons are believed to have lost their 
lives in an explosion of gas which 
tore up a great section of Gold street, 
Brooklyn. It is definitely known that 
fifteen persons were buried under the 
hundreds of tons of earth and timber 
that were thrown Into the air by the 
explosion and ten more persons are 
reported as missing. The exact num­ 
ber of dead cannot be determined for 
some hours, for those working to re­ 
cover the entombed bodies must dig 
through fifty feet of debris. 
The explosion occurred in a fifty- 
foot deep excavation that had been 
made in Gold street between York 
and Front streets where a water main 
was being laid. The gas main recent­ 
ly sprung aleak and a spark came in 
contact with escaping gas. Imme­ 
diately there was a terrific explosion 
that lifted the surface of the street 
for half a block in both directions and 
hurled dirt, paving stones and debris 
into the air. When the smoke and 
dust cleared away it was seen that 
the street had been opened from doqr 
step to door step over an area of 
nearly a block.

had fallen Into the excavation, bury­ 
ing the score of laborers who were at 
work when the accident happened. 
Great tongues of flames shot out of 
crevices In the street and beside them 
geysers of water leaped Into the air 
from a water main that had been shat­ 
tered by the explosion. Two bodies 
were sticking out of the wreckage. 
Gold 
street 
was 
crowded 
with 
school children when the explosion 
occurred and -that scores of children 
were not killed or Injured was re­ 
markable. A woman and three chil­ 
dren were almost opposite the exca­ 
vation when the earth crumbled under 
their feet and they were swept down 
into the hole under tons of wreckage. 
Two other children were on the op­ 
posite side of the street when the 
si<!/»walk caved leu and they lost their 
lives. 


Tried to Save Woman and Children. 
Samuel Trout, foreman of the labor­ 
ers who were laying the water main, 
rushed forward to save the woman 
and children, but he too was drawn 
into the death hole. His body was 
the first to be recovered. Trout had 
been roasted to a cinder. 
Only four of the men working in 
the excavation escaped, and their es­ 
cape was remarkable. They were Ar­ 
thur Strand, Frank Schowold. John 
Crain and an Italian laborer known as 
“John.” These 
men 
were 
digging 
near the opening of a four-foot sewer 
and the force of the explosion blew 
them to the entrance of It. Strand 
was hurled farthest in and he pulled 
the other three men after him. 
Water from the broken main began 
to pour Into the sewer and the four 
men, in danger of being drowned, 
started to run toward the river three 
blocks away, where there was an out­ 
let to the sewer. By the time they 
reached the river the water was up to 
their chins, but all of the men man­ 
aged to reach the pier In safety. 
The explosion shook houses for 
blocks around. Thousands of persons 
were attracted to the scene abd the 
police had difficulty in keeping the 
people from crowding too close to 
the smoking pit of wreckage. Police 
lines were formed and the work of 
recovering the dead began within half 
an hour of the accident. 
Women living in the neighborhood 
whose children had been on the street 
when the gas main blew up rushed to 
the scene and ran about the excava­ 
tion wringing their hands and calling 
for their little ones. In many In­ 
stances they found their children after 
a brief search, but a number of boys 
and girls had been taken Into a 
school near by and their parents 
were frantic by the time they were 
found. 
The gas and water supply were 
turned off shortly after the explosion. 
A force of IOO firemen was then put 
to work digging for bodies, but the 
task was necessarily slow becasse oi 
the nature of the wreckage which had 
to, be removsd. 
The police have discovered that a 
number of the children reported as 
missing had turned up at the homes 
of people living near the scene of the 
explosion. 
It is impossible to tell how many 
lives were lost, the estimates rang­ 
ing from 15 to 25. It Is probable the 
latter figure Is nearer correct

Mulcted Out of Far More Than a Mil­ 
lion Dollars. 
Chicago, Nov. 21.—After an exami­ 
nation of the various documents in 
the office of Peter Van Vlissingen, 
convicted forger ©f mortgages, notes 
and trust deeds on his own confession, 
William C Niblack, vice president of 
the Chicago Title and Trust company, 
receiver Tor the Van Vlissingen prop­ 
erties, declared that the forgeries 
amount to $1,539,423.89. 
Only a thorough examination of all 
of the papers which Include loan num­ 
bers 2,026 to 3,244, Inclusive, will dis­ 
close to the receiver and the creditors 
how many have been taken up by Van 
Vlissingen, who is now a convict in 
the broom shop in the Joliet peniten­ 
tiary. 
Since the confession of guilt, which 
startled the business world and pre­ 
ceded hts sentence by only a few 
hours, Van Vlissingen has repeatedly 
asserted that "$750,000 would cover the 
forged paper which he disposed of to 
clients who believed that they were 
investing moijev in securities which 
were beyond question.

MEMORY POOR 


OII Magnate Unable to Answer 


Kellogg’s Questions. 


Standard Oil Company Paid Dividends 


Amounting to Forty Million Dollars 


Last Year and Added as Much More 


to 
Its 
Surplus— Witness 
Explains 


Rebate Granted by th# Pennsylva­ 


nia Railroad Company. 


New York, Nov. 21.—For over five 
hours John D. Rockefeller, witness for 
the defense in the government suit to 
dissolve the Standard Oil company, 
faced an unceasing fire of questions 
from the federal counsel, Frank B. 
Kellogg, and when adjournment was 
taken until Monday, the head of the 
oil combine was still being cross-ex­ 
amined on the charges that the com­ 
pany In its early days accepted re­ 
bates to the disadvantage of its rivals. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller’s 
cross-examination 
will probably not be concluded until 
late Tuesday, as Mr. Kellogg made It 
known that he would inquire Into 
every detail of the company’s busi­ 
ness from Mr. Rockefeller. 
The enormous earning power of the 
oil combination was sharply brought 
out in the hearing when Mr. Rockefel 
ler, after stating that the Standard 
had paid dividends amounting to $40,- 
000,000 in 1907, said It had earned as 
much more and that this was added 
to the company’s surplus, which was 
stated by the government’s counsel 
to be $300,000,000. It was further 
stated by Mr. Kellogg that the com­ 
pany within the past eight years had 
earned nearly $500,000,000. 
The course of Mr. Rockefeller’s tes­ 
timony in the hands of government 
counsel ran not so smoothly as on the 
previous day, when he told his story 
under the direction of friendly coun­ 
sel, but the rapid fire interrogations 
of the prosecutor were always met 
with 
unshaken 
Imperturbably 
and 
readiness to answer except when, as 
he explained: 
“It is quite impossible for me to re­ 
member after thirty years, I do not 
recall.” 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
was 
questioned 
closely regarding rebates, which the 
Standard was charged with receiving, 
but with the exception of the agree­ 
ment with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which Mr. Rockefeler explained gave 
the Standard a rebate because it ef­ 
fected an equalization of oil ship­ 
ments, Mr. Rockefeller could not re 
call any other rebates, though he 
thought It was likely that he might 
have heard of it at the time.

Rockefeller 
admitted 
that 
through the earnings of the Standard 
Oil In J907.4he has been enriched to 
the extent of $8,000,000. 


"A UNIVERSAL GRAB GAME 


Appellation Given the Tariff by Champ 
Clark of Missouri. 
Washington, Nov. 21.—“A universal 
grab game” is the appellation given 
the tariff by Representative Champ 
Clark of Missouri at the hearing be­ 
fore the ways and means committee 
on the tariff schedule for wood and 
wood 
manufactures. 
The 
adminis­ 
tration’s policy for the preservation 
of the forests figured largely in the 
argument. 
Several lumbermen yaid they want­ 
ed a protective tariff on lumber be­ 
cause other articles are protected by 
the law. This called forth the term 
of “grab” from Mr. Clark. Represen­ 
tative Boutell of Illinois asserted, In 
defense of a protective tariff, that the 
government must secure $300,000,000 
in revenue, and that as a result some 
Industries must be protected. 
That free trade for lumber would 
lend to prevent the devastation of the 
American timber lands was the opin­ 
ion expressed by Mr. Clafk, who said 
that it did not matter lf Canada devas­ 
tated her forests. Mr. Boutell argued 
that the American forests would have 
to supply the lumber for both coun­ 
tries if the Canadian forests are 
devastated, and suggested that some 
broader scheme than the tariff should 
be adopted for reforesting the United 
States and Canada. 
Minnesota made a strong represen­ 
tation at the hearing in favor of the 
free admission of lumber, or at least 
the removal of the $2 per thousand 
duty on rough lumber. 
A half dozen citizens of the state 
made arguments in favor of this pol­ 
icy. F. B. Lynch of St. Paul, A. E. 
Gilbert of Duluth and Arthur Rogers, 
T. M. Knappen and M. J. Scanlon of 
Minneapolis supported this view of 
the question. 
The only Minnesota man to appear 
here in favor of the maintenance of 
the existing lumber duties was Thom­ 
as B. Walker of Minneapolis.

Surveyors Said to be Working on 


Lands Leased by Him in 


Adjoining Section 
Another big boom was given to the 
Cuyuna iron range by the announce­ 
ment in Friday evening’s Duluth Her­ 
ald of the finding of 60 per cent ore on 
section ll, town of Klondike. The new 
find is right at the west end of Ser­ 
pent lake, about three miles due west 
of Deerwood. O. E. Culver stated in 
Brainerd Thursday that Mr. Crosby has 
a crew of 
men clearing land and 
surveying on the farm of Mr. Sail, in 
section 12, just east of where the new 
shaft mentioned in the article below is j 
to be sunk. 
While no announcementj 
has been made it is rumored in Deer- I 
wood that Mr. Crosby is platting a new j 
town on the Sail farm, on which he has 
an option. It is said to be an ideal lo­ 
cation for a town, lying on the north 
side of the lake. The Herald of Friday 
night under double coliAnn head lines 
contains the following regarding the 
discovery of ore by Mr. Crosby: 
The richest ore strike in the history 
of the Cuyuna range, and one that j 
compares very favorably with any ever 
made on the great Mesaba range, has j 
just been made by George H. Crosby, 
the Duluth mining man, on section 11- 
46-29. 
The property is owned by two Su­ 
perior men, M. J. Haley and Thomas 
Keating. Mr. Crosby has a lease upon 
the land, and has been exploring and 
drilling for some time past. Little has 
been said of the results of the explora­ 
tion work, but it was suspected that a 
good strike had been made. Mr. Cros­ 
by [today confirmed the rumor, and 
stated that the ore found will average j 
from 59 to 64 and 65 per cent. This is j 
as rich as any ore found upon the Me­ 
saba, and much better than the aver­ 
age ore found there. On the Mesaba 
range 60 per cent ore is considered very 
rich. 
“It is true that we have found ore on 
11-46-29,” said Mr. Crosby this morn­ 
ing, when asked if the report was true. 
“ It is much better ore than we hoped 
to find, and will prove a very rich prop­ 
erty I believe. The Cuyuna is showing 
up wonderfully well, and some 
big 
strikes have been made there. Ours is 
one of about three or four that have 
been made recently. 
The others are 
probably nearly as rich as ours if not 
quite as rich.” 
The extent of the ore body has not 
yet been determined, but it is undoubt­ 
edly a very big deposit. In fact, the 
drills have not yet reached the bottom 
of the ore bed, and already enough has 
been shown up to prove that it is of 
sufficient size to warrant immediate de­ 
velopment. 
“I intended to sink a shaft at once,” 
said Mr. Crosby, “ and begin working 
the property. I have a lease on it from 
the owners.” 
Mr. Crosby left for the East this 
afternoon, and will be gone about ten 
days. 
The recent reports from the Cuyuna 
range refute the opinion that the ore 
tiere was, for the most part, of a “ lean 
variety. ’ ’ When the first reports came 
from this district, it was believed that 
much of the ore would not pay to mine, 
but 60 per cent ore can hardly be de­ 
scribed as lean.

Transportation of Explosives 


Last Evening 
There were but a few who availed 
themselves of the advantages of the 
very instructive and interesting illus­ 
trated address given at the Y. M. C. 
A. Friday evening by T. L. Taylor, 
traveling representative of the Bureau 
of Transportation of the American 
Railway Association. Mr. Taylor, who 
who was formerly representative of the 
Pennsylvania railroad in London, is sent 
out by the American Railway associa­ 
tion to instruct the employesjand ship 
pers the prop:r methods of packing, 
billing, loading and transporting explo­ 
sives and dangerous substances. This 
campaign of education has been com­ 
menced because 
the United States, 
at the urgent request of the Railroad 
Association, has through a law which 
went into effect Oct. 15, last, placed in 
the hands of the Inter State Commerce 
commission power to formulate rigid 
rules for the handling of explosives in 
transit, as well as the method of their 
packing, placing a penalty of $2000 
fine or 18 months imprisonment, or both 
on the violation. 
Mr. Taylor’s lecture was illustrated 
by stereopticon views which showed 
proper and improper ways of loading 
and packing explosives and also showed 
the terrible power of the explosives. 
The lecture was very closely listened 
to by those present and heartily enjoyed.
